Brazilian electoral programme airings times on radio 


Dear Glenn, what Alex Vranes, Jr., heard on 11783 last Thursday (DX 
LISTENING DIGEST 6-135, September 7, 2006) was the "Obligatory 
Electoral Advertising Program", controlled by the regional and federal 
Electoral Courts. Whenever Brazil has some kind of election, all radio 
and TV stations have to establish a regional or national network to 
air the electoral program. All parties and candidates have their share 
of time, depending on its party representation on our Congress (so, 
there are parties with 30 second programs and other with 15 minutes). 


In 2006 radio station are airing the electoral program on the 
following days and hours: 
From July 6 to Sep 28 2006, 1000-1050 and 1500-1550 UTC 


I think Alex heard R-dio Nacional da AmazUnia, 11780 nominal 
frequency. The repeating message aired could be caused by two reasons: 
one of the parties/candidates missed sending their recording to the 
electoral program (so, the Electoral Court fills the space with some 
music or message) or as R N da AmazUnia has such broad converage 
(several states), they prefer not to air the regional electoral 
program. 


On Oct ist 2006, about 125 million electors will choose their state 
deputies, federal deputies, senator, state governor and president of 
Brazil.

At its most extreme it can be 
heard at night over powerhouse stations all across the country. As I 
mentioned, such an example on 1100 Radio Cadena Habana, from Havana 
Cuba, was heard in Hawaii. The northwest of the US has heard the 
Wobbler, but I don't think anyone from California has reported hearing 


any. 


There are a dozen or so Cuban stations which exhibit this 
unpredictable condition. There is no way to know when one or several 
might be heard, though in the past there have been periods where one 
sounded off for several days if not weeks at a time. Every day since I 
started tracking them -- well over a year now -- there has been at 
least one and usually a half dozen or so heard every day, but very 
much weaker than can be heard from beyond the near local south Florida 
vicinity. 


You can read about the suggested cause of the phenomenon -- generally 
believed to be attributable to malfunctioning old equipment and an 
unstable power system. You can also hear samples of it, and see 
spectrum traces of the signal. Plus, as I say, a lot more including my 
logs (W. Curt Deegan, Boca RatUn, (southeast) Florida

The 107.1 Alva site will be at 36-46-50 N, 98-33-40 W, about 5 mi ESE 
of that town, which gives it a slight advantage for serving Enid, 
altho not so well as KNID 99.7 has done from roughly halfway between 
Enid and Alva. As implied by its calls, KNID has become the prime FM 
outlet of CTB for Enid, with Alva only a city of license. 


Checking into FCC actions, I found something quite interesting. A 
concern in Ashland KS filed to have KNID 99.7 Alva OK moved to 99.9, 
so Ashland could have its first local radio on 99.7 (I am replacing 
channel numbers with real MHz in this discussion). 


Then the FCC proposed instead that 104.5 be allocated to Ashland KS, 
so Alva 99.7 would not have to move to 99.9. 


Then Chisholm Trail Broadcasting [CTB hereafter] filed a 
counterproposal that Kinsley KS should get 105.5, Ashland get 99.7 as 
originally requested, but 99.7 Alva would be moved to Mustang OK, and 
instead of Alva shifting from 99.7 to 99.9, the latter would be 
allotted to Medford OK (north of Enid) as its first local radio 
service, which CTB would then apply for and construct, as well as the 
Kinsley and Mustang stations. 


Ashland KS is further west, and close to the OK border, while Kinsley 
is between Dodge City and Great Bend, close enough to rimshot those 
two markets, at least. 


This is accompanied by the usual BS about how wonderful these little 
towns are, how Mustang is distinct from Oklahoma City. But we know 
what is really going on here --- CTB sees an opportunity to move 
another of its small-market Enid stations into a much larger market, 
just as it did with 96.9 which was sold off for big bucks and is now a 
purely OKC station in programming, altho from its Crescent site it 
also covers Enid. 


If they really wanted to start a station for Mustang, it would be with 
just enough power, some hundreds of watts or less, to cover that town 
alone, and not Oklahoma City next door. 


And get two new stations in the process, three counting the 107.1 in 
Alva already granted. Presumably the new Medford 99.9 would become a 
defacto Enid station to replace KNID 99.7 Alva-Enid, probably even 
with those call letters ultimately transferred to it, mark my words. 
Why can’t a station called **KNID** actually BE in Enid?? Apparently 
the FCC has not yet ruled on this counterproposal. 


There was already a construxion permit to move the KNID 99.7 tower 
slightly from its location between Enid and Alva, near Helena OK, less 
than 2 minutes of latitude northwards for reasons unknown, but if not 
already done, that would become moot. Or I suppose the plan was to 
build a new tower rather than physically move the old one. KNID 99.7 
(originally known as KXLS), had also been prevented from moving site 
closer to Enid or OKC by a 99.7 in southern OK at Tishomingo. The 
owner of that station, KTSH, was caught in some rules violation and 
that license has been cancelled upon CTB’s petition. And he has been 
banned from owning any broadcast properties in the future. 


Would you believe that Enidites are totally oblivious of all this 
maneuvering? The local paper never publishes any in-depth reporting on 
local broadcasting. The facts I have reported here all come from 
public FCC records (Glenn Hauser, Enid, Sept 7, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Having lived in Enid for several years, I appreciate getting 
reacquainted with the broadcasting scene down there. I'm trying to get 
my head around Ashland, KS or Medford, OK warranting anything more 
than an LPFM station each. Perhaps Pond Creek/Kremlin is next? :-) 73, 
de (Nate >> -- Wireless | Amateur Radio Station NONB Bargmann, dxldyg 
via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn, How history repeats itself. I remember when KGEO-5 was in Enid 
serving Enid and such towns as Arkansas City, Ponca City, etc. with 
ABC while Oklahoma City had KTVQ-25 with ABC. The same happened with 
channel 12 in Hutchinson, KS [KTVH to Wichita market as KWCH] and 
channel 8 in Muskogee [KTVX to Tulsa market as KTUL]. It's all money. 
No community service about it (Dave Pomeroy, Topeka KS, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


KTVQ-25 was in the 50s when UHF was considered worthless; major 
network had to get a VHF. FCC had really screwed up in not allocating 
in the first place at least 3 commercial VHF channels to cities as 
large as OKC, Tulsa and Wichita, which then had to pull the third one 
in from helpless outlying towns. Same thing happened in many other 
markets (Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


*xx OKLAHOMA. I was in OKC Saturday Sept 9, so checked out the 107.1 
pirate again. Still going strong, or as strong as before, which means 
it begins to lose out west of I-44 on the west side of the city, and 
losing coverage further as you go NW on Oklahoma 3. But it’s solid in 
the center of the city, still with Republic Broadcasting Network wacky 
conspiracy programming. Did not catch an ID on the hour, but last time 
it was R. Free Austin, presumably off their webcast. Why has the FCC 
done nothing about this in the past several months? Should be easy to 
DF with professional equipment and not very hard with consumer/hobby 
equipment if one cared to take the time and trouble. 


Perhaps it’s because it’s far-right rather than far-left, and as we 
know, the far right is not adequately represented on the legal OKC 
media. Yeah, sure. I also checked 101.1 where a more conventional OKC 
pirate had been reported (or two), but nothing heard there. I doubt 
that the upcoming Alva 107.1 will pose much of a problem for 
RFA/RBN/OKC except during extreme tropo conditions. Just to be sure 
that RBN does not now have a legal LPFM in OKC as claimed, I rechecked 
FCC FM Query Sept 10: no, the only OK stations on 107.1 listed are in 
Alva, Lone Grove (near Ardmore) and Perry (Glenn Hauser, Enid, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


**x OKLAHOMA. Checked KOKC-1520 to find out when Paul Harvey actually 
airs Saturday midday, since their schedule shows him during the entire 
12-12:30 CT semihour. After hearing him start near the top of the hour 
on KRMG-740 Tulsa (which also puts a semi-local signal into OKC), I 
tuned over to 1520, and was treated to an adstring on and on and on, 
mixed with KOKC promos and a one-minute ABC feature here and there, 
but PH not really starting until 12:15 (1715 UT) (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx PAPUA NEW GUINEA. 4960, 1234-1235, Catholic Radio Network Sep 3 
Very faint signal of English talk by a female announcer; it seemed to 
be a religious devotion or prayer. Tentative. 


7120, 1230-1233, R. Wantok Light Sep 3 It was great to hear this 
station loud and clear again; probably the best reception I've heard 
since logging their multi-hour inaugural day celebration broadcast in 
June, 2005. Noted female announcer with ID, ad into contemporary 
Christian music. Despite Wantok's 'NVIS' antenna, designed to restrict 
radiated power to the region, their signal clearly reaches far past 
Papua New Guinea! (Guy Atkins, Puyallup, WA USA, DXing from Conrad 
Meadows, WA, Eton E1 & Degen DE1103 portable receivers; PAORDT Mini- 
Whip & Wellbrook ALA 100 antennas at 40-ft height, see DX-PEDITIONS, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx PERU. 3235, 1020-1035, R. Luz Y Sonido Sep 4 Male announcer in 


Spanish, and campesino music to 1030 ID. Into sermon or religious talk 
at 1031. Fair (Guy Atkins, Puyallup, WA USA, DXing from Conrad 
Meadows, WA, Eton E1 & Degen DE1103 portable receivers; PAORDT Mini- 
Whip & Wellbrook ALA 100 antennas at 40-ft height, see DX-PEDITIONS, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx PERU. 5024.93, Radio Quillabamba; 1044-1050 10 September, 2006. 
Presumed the one, with Radio Rebelde off (they were up later in the 
morning). Spanish ballads, male announcer, mention of Per’. Fair 
(Terry L Krueger, Clearwater, Florida (earthquake capital of the 
world), USA, 27.55.83 N, 82.46.08 W, Sept 10, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*k RUSSIA. New 6000 from VOR in fall: see UNIDENTIFIED [non] 


*x SOLOMON ISLANDS. 5020, 0958-1003, SIBC Sep 4 A very good signal 
tonight from one of my personal favorites -- SIBC Honiara. Female 
announcer in English with 'nine o'clock' time check at 1000, SIBC ID, 
usual bamboo pipes interval signal, and into news items. At later re- 
tune, I caught the sign-off at 1159 with ID, announcements, and 
national anthem. Immediately after the anthem, SIBC began their BBC 
relay (Guy Atkins, Puyallup, WA USA, DXing from Conrad Meadows, WA, 
Eton E1 & Degen DE1103 portable receivers; PAQRDT Mini-Whip & 
Wellbrook ALA 100 antennas at 40-f£t height, see DX-PEDITIONS, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx SOMALIA [non]. Tuned to 17550 via Germany, just in time to hear R. 
Waaberi ID in passing at 1353 Sept 8 during the Friday-only 1330 
broadcast brokered by R. Miami International, followed by mentions of 
kHz and meter-band, and expressed in English, 

http://www. radiowaaberi.com --- the talk was rather lo-fi, but the 
bouncy music which followed was OK. No QRM at all, and continued until 
cutoff at 1359:30 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx SOUTH AFRICA. 3320.0, Radio Sonder Grense, 0215-0235, Sep 8, 
Afrikaans, a mix of easy listening/slow pop ballad type tunes in 
English and other languages, with chat from F announcer in Afrikaans. 
Good signal aside from the static (M. Schiefelbein, Springfield, MO 
USA - Sony 2010 & 70-foot longwire, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xx TURKEY. UnID: 7230 at 0020z Sep 09 (local Friday Sep 08) --- It's 
probably not exotic but it's on right now with a very good signal. I 
don't see anything listed in HFCC or EiBi that seems right. Does 
anyone else recognize it (Jerry Lenamon, Waco, Texas, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


EiBi shows Voice of Turkey 2200-0100 in Turkish to Europe. And also to 
North America on the same freq., for that matter! (Steve Lare, 
Holland, MI, ibid.) 


I couldn't make heads or tails of the language but Turkey doesn't 
surprise me considering the music I heard although I still don't see 
it listed in the EiBi I downloaded on Aug 26. Another thing, 7230 
wasn't in // to 7300 (Jerry Lenamon, ibid.) 


EiBi shows 7300 in use by Voice of Russia for Spanish to Latin America 
at 0000-0100, so I'm not surprised that it wasn't in // to 7230 (Steve 
Lare, ibid.) 


Turkey moved from 7300 to 7230 a few weeks ago. This was reported in 
DXLD. If there is something also on 7300 now, it must be something 
other than Turkey. Well, the EiBi online now (and better to check the 
current one than a previous download) at 

http: //www.susi-und-strolch.de/eibi/dx/freq-a06.txt 

does show Turkey on 7230, and V of Russia in Spanish to LAm on 7300 at 
Q0-02, which must be why Turkey moved (Glenn, ibid.) 


Got it bookmarked now. I didn't realize that EiBi was updated during 
the season. Although I couldn't understand the language I thought the 
programming (on 7230) sounded well done. Over the past few days I've 
heard music, news and discussion groups. I guess it's a relay of a 
domestic program. The serious style and presentation is surprising 
considering that the target area is after midnight (Jerry Lenamon, TX, 
ibid.) 


The Turkish service of Voice of Turkey is indeed a dedicated foreign 
service program, running 24/7 and distributed also via satellite, 
similar to Deutsche Welle (radio) in German, q.v. (Kai Ludwig, 
Germany, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Re: *‘Some of the «akirlar transmitters suffer for many years from low 
modulation now. 9460 has rather weak audio and produces quite a lot of 
splatter, and the audio on 5980 (heard after 1800 Sept 4) is even 
fainter, close to being called just a trace of modulation. Years ago 
weak tubes were mentioned as cause of these problems, for what it's 
worth (Kai Ludwig, Germany, DX LISTENING DIGEST) °° 


Further to Kai Ludwig's comments, my correspondence with Sedef 
Somaltin of TRT concerning the bad modulation of «akirlar frequencies 
goes back at least three years. I am constantly told that the 
engineers will try to correct the problem, but this never happens. 
Recently I was informed that a solution depends on "the available 
budget". I reckon the site will eventually be closed, with just the 
newer transmitters at Emirler left on the air. 


As of September 3, Turkish on 15350 kHz is now transmitted from 
Emirler 0700-1400 UT, with much improved reception, although with the 


familiar "squeal" of the maladjusted ABB transmitters, which I hope 
will be corrected soon. According to Sedef, 9460 kHz cannot be 
broadcast from Emirler, as the ABB units are only programmed to 
operate in the "official" broadcasting bands (Alan Holder, Cowes, Isle 
of Wight, U.K., Sept 8, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


**x TURKMENISTAN. Turkmen Radio with audio, drifting around 1471.2 kHz, 
at 2230 UTC parallel 5015 kHz, probably T,rkmenbasy, nominal 1476 kHz 
(Mauno Ritola, Finland, mwoffsets via NRC IDXD Sept 8 via DXLD) 


xx UK. Hi Glenn, I've just been reading the very interesting item 
MEMORIES OF MEASURING MF FREQUENCIES by Chris Greenway, UK of Sept 1 
in DXLD 6-132 (yes, I'm just catching up on my reading!). 


I have little interest in listening to Virgin 1215 or Talk Sport 1053 
& 1089 and so their networks are rarely visited. However I do listen 
to BBCR5 at various times, mostly during the daytime. Here in NW 
England "my" frequency is 909 on which I am supposed to hear the 
station via Moorside Edge (near the town of Huddersfield and about 50 
miles distant). But also using 909 is a 1 kW transmitter at Whitehaven 
(west Cumbria), Lisnagarvey 10 kW (N. Ireland) and Westerglen 50 kW 
(Central Scotland) and so even using a portable receiver with ferrite 
rod antenna it is necessary at my coastal location to position the 
receiver carefully. At night-time there is no best position as I 
assume sky waves from elsewhere are received. 693 via Droitwich is 
okay in daytime but still affected from time to time by deep-ish fades 
due to the presence of the 1 kW transmitter at Barrow - a sea-path to 
my location from SW Cumbria. At night continental transmissions spoil 
this frequency. 


Unusual "things" have been heard to occur on 909 such as an ‘echo' 
when the feed to one of the transmitters becomes out of sync with 
others. And another time I found the signal suffering from rapid and 
shallow 'fades'. When I'd had enough of it I called BBC Engineering 
and explained the problem and I was most surprised when someone called 
me back to ask again what I was hearing. Sounds like a transmitter is 
off frequency he told me. Imagine my surprise when I received yet 
another call later on from an engineer who had been sent to the 
Lisnagarvey site and he had called to ask what my reception was like 
now after making some adjustments. It was back to normal I told him, 
much to his relief apparently, or his next visit would have been to 
Westerglen! My impression therefore is that no one is now doing 
Chris's former work - but surely some monitoring of the networks has 
to be done, but maybe not daily? And it is known that many - most? - 
of the transmitting stations (radio and TV) now operate remotely 
without staff in attendance. I too wonder what happened to Chris's 
‘Heath Robinson' equipment! 73 (Noel Green, England, Sept 9, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST)

Checking 
this local Saturday for RHC's apparently Sunday-only Esperanto 
service, noted a mediocre and very distorted/FMing Radio Marti. Not 
sure if this is a spur or transmitter site mixing product, but fairly 
sure not a receiver issue, as present on the main rig (NRD-535) as 
well as the DX-399 portable. Radio MartI strong (and of course, 
jammed) on 11845 and 11930. 11845 - 85 kHz = 11760, while + 85 kHz = 
11930. Mixing issue, or a spur from 11845 where the top spur 
coincidentally appears on a legitimate MartI frequency? Not audible 
when RHC is active on 11760 (Terry L Krueger, Clearwater, Florida 
(earthquake capital of the world), USA, 27.55.83 N, 82.46.08 W, Sept 
10, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Surely just a leapfrog mixing product at the transmitter site. Might 
be another one on 12015. 11760 and 12015 mixes could currently occur 
only between 14 and 17 UT when both 11845 and 11930 are on the air 
(Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


xx US A. Tuning across 9885, Sept 8 at 0518, I was surprised to hear 
some familiar martial music, which reminded me of some Latin American 
national anthems, but I think it was Cuban patriotic music, not 


including ‘‘Viva La RevoluciUn’*! -- no, this was not RHC, but WEWN; 
then at 0522 they began talking about Cuba and Jesucristo, and a song 
ending with *‘danos libertad**. Into Catholic choral music bed with 


really smooth announcer Pedrito taking brief phone calls, which 


sounded orchestrated, and reverently mixing in Rosary, Lord’s Prayer, 
plugs for Marianism, etc. 


Apparently the reason for the Cuban angle was this being the day of 
Cuba’s patron saint, La Virgen de Caridad de Cobre (?) fA the Virgin of 
Copper Charity? Maybe I misunderstood or she loses something in 
translation. Consulting the program grid later at 

http://www. ewtn.com/wewn/spanish/wewnspan9.asp 

this show is **Paz a la luz de la luna, En vivo desde Miami’* or Peace 
in the Moonlight, live from Miami, M-F at 04-06, the first hour on 


13615 and 7540, the second on 9885 and 7540. 


However, the chances are less than 50-50 that at any given hour of the 
night there will not be any moonlight, so what do they call it then? 
The Moon has just passed full so there's plenty of moonlight at the 
moment. 


One finds amazingly little by Googling **‘Virgen de Caridad de Cobre’ 
--- Google even wonders if I meant to say **‘Calidad**! --- but what 
little there is has a Cuban connexion. So I try another approach, 
Catholic Saints calendar --- bingo, one of the dozens for Sept. 8 is: 


Our Lady of Charity of El Cobre --- Also known as Cachita, 
Memorial 8 September 


Profile --- A statue of Our Lady with a miraculous origin. It stands 
about 16 inches high. The head is made of baked clay covered with a 
polished coat of fine white powder, possibly rice paste, and until 
recently was covered with several layers of paint. She stands ona 
moon that has silver clouds at either end and three golden-winged 
cherubs beneath it. She cradles the Christ Child in her left arm, and 
holds a gold crucifix in her right. The Child raises one hand in 
blessing, and in the other hand he holds a golden globe. The image's 
original robes were white, but as usual, the figure is covered by a 
heavy ornate cloak with gold and silver embroidery, including the 
Cuban national shield. It hides the body and gives the statue a 
triangular shape.

So everything ties in --- Cuba, Miami, the Moon, Sept. 8. Reading on, 
El Cobre refers to a location near a copper mine involved in the myth 
of how the miraculous icon was discovered in 1608, not the substance 
of the statue. She is the patron saint of Cuba, as declared by various 
RC popes. Sort of the equivalent of the Mexican Virgen de Guadalupe.

Judy, This is very strange. I have default winamp to play both your 
versions, pls and m3u, and they both sound mono even tho ‘stereo’ is 
indicated on the player. Furthermore, I am running it through a deck 
with modulation display and there is no difference between right and 
left. Then I chose Real Player instead, and once again it sounds and 
displays as mono, even tho stereo icon is displayed. I listen to 
numerous other webcasting stations on these and other players and they 
really do come through in stereo. Therefore I continue to suspect your 
input is somehow monophonic even tho the output may be configured for 
stereo. Could you please check further, and for instance listen to 
your webstream on headphones and see if you can detect any stereo 
separation? Thanks, (Glenn Hauser to Judy, via DXLD) 


Glenn, Thanks to your tip our audio engineer is looking into our 
online streaming. It appears there is indeed something wrong with it. 
It should be resolved shortly! Thanks again! (Judy Watts, Sept 7, 
ibid.) 


Checked it again UT Sept 8 at 0335 and now it is definitely in stereo, 
much better! I'm afraid this demonstrates how little attention most 
people pay to stereo, if I am the first to notice this and complain. 
BTW, KMFA has a number of archived shows on demand too, which I assume 
come thru in stereo and perhaps did when the live stream did not,

I can't find the shortwave frequency at the SW Radio Africa website 
http: //www.swradioafrica.com/ This might make it difficult for 
Zimbabwean jammers to find the frequency of this London-based exile 
station. But it also makes its difficult for listeners to find the 
frequency. Shortwave has better immunity from jamming than medium 
wave, because of the tendency of distant shortwave broadcast 
transmitters to be heard with a stronger signal than closer jamming 
transmitters.

The game is on again. Government has once again started localised 
jamming of our shortwave signal (so you can still hear us in some 
parts of Zimbabwe). We'll be doing everything we can to get around 
this problem and will be trying different frequencies, different times 
and other ways to counteract the jamming.

Dear Mr. Jammer, Youive started jamming our shortwave frequency again 
and we really donit understand what you hope to gain from this. Surely 
you realise by now that we will get around this somehow? Thereis no 
way that you can stop the flow of information into Zimbabwe, whatever 
you do. No way. Itis 2006 fA there is the internet A there are mobile 


phones fA there are ten thousand different ways to inform people. 


Wouldnit it be amazing if you put all this time, energy and money into 
making life in Zimbabwe happier for everyone, instead of focusing all 
your energy on making everyone miserable. Donit you want to be happy? 
Donit you want to be proud to be Zimbabwean? Donit you want your kids 
to grow up fit and healthy and happy, to stay in the land of their 
birth instead of taking the first opportunity to flee to the west? 


We know youire jamming us now because you can see that a well co- 
ordinated campaign of resistance has begun on the ground, and this 
frightens you. So clearly you do know that you are on the losing side. 


Dear, poor, sad, lonely, unhappy Mr. Jammer. Try being one of the good 
guys. Listen to a bit of music. Enjoy our programs and get interested 

in changing our country for the better. Youill sleep so much better at 
night. Keep listening. Because we are not going away.

Now we may as well publish all the logs of SWRA on SW during the past 
few months, which we have voluntarily held up to thwart the jamming, 
at least until now. These are in reverse chrono order: 


4880, SW Radio Africa, via Meyerton, *1700-1900*, excellent signal 
here, probably too strong to notice any jamming. 7120 (Voice of The 
People) is being jammed regularly and quite badly (Vashek Korinek, RSA 
DSWCI DX Window Sept 6 via DXLD) 


On Sep 04, SW Radio Africa first signed on late at *1740 after the spy 
station "Uniform Lima Xray" with a female reading coded messages in 
NATO alphabet ceased broadcasting; English interview about what to do 
in Zimbabwe, Afropop, ID, schedule, website, closed with a song, 
45444. At *1803-1806* and *1830-1846x* the lady returned with more 
messages and caused a hum on the frequency which was not a kind of 
jamming, as I heard it, but rather a low frequency heterodyne. I hope 


the spies enjoyed the nice African music in the background! At *1812- 
1813* there were short bursts of noise, maybe digital messages to 
spies? (Anker Petersen, Denmark, ibid.) 


I have been hearing SW Radio Africa all week on 4880, presumably from 
South Africa, at 1830 to 1900 sign off. Reception fair to good, some 
interference from the numbers station but no sign of any jamming from 
the government (Colin Richardson, Northants, UK, Sept World DX Club 
Contact via DXLD) Which week? 


Observed here since 3rd August, transmission time is 1800-1857, 
suffers from co-channel utility interference a few times during the 
broadcast (Edwin Southwell, Basingstoke, ibid.) 


4880, SW Radio Africa, via Meyerton, *1700-1857vx, Jul 25, Aug 06, 07, 
08, 09, 11 and 13, starts at 1700 with singing "Africa, Africa...", 
announcement in English, 1730-1800 English pop songs, and since 1800 
the programme "Hello Zimbabwe" in English with political phone 
interviews about the situation in Zimbabwe. Clear IDs announcing 4880 
kHz were heard at 1825, 1835 and 1845. At times strong QRM in Europe 
from the supposed spy station "Uniform Lima Xray Two" on same 
frequency, 45344 - 32332 (Baste, Krone, Petersen, Savolainen, Schulze 
and Titarev in Dxplorer, via DSWCI DX Window Aug 22 via DXLD) 


UNID, 4880, Zimbabwe news items, women handing out flowers fined. 1805 
to 1817 with woman reporter interviewed by reporter. "How can anybody 
lock up women for four days... Heroes day is 11th to 14th of August." 
News regarding southern Africa. "Property seized under the law" 1817. 
English accented news reporter - or correctly accented depending on 
your viewpoint :-)/ (A DXTuner, via Bob Wilkner, FL, Aug 14, HCDX via 
DXLD) 


This is UK-based SW Radio Africa, presumed via Meyerton. The SW 
broadcast is not publicised, and will not be listed on their website. 
SWRA doesn't have funding for shortwave, but some airtime has been 
provided gratis by transmitter operators, or possibly paid for through 
private donations by benefactors. SWRA keeps these SW broadcasts low 
key in the hope that they will not be jammed by the Zimbabwe 
authorities, which continue to jam the morning mediumwave transmission 
(Andy Sennitt, Radio Netherlands, ibid.) 


4880, 1745-1802 15/8, SW Radio Africa, via Meyerton Sud Africa, talks, 
mx, EE, nx at 1800, QRM number station, good. RX: Degen 1103, al parco 
vicino casa. Si tratta di una radio "clandestina", o meglio non 
ufficiale che trasmette per lo Zimbabwe e si oppone alle forze 
attualmente al governo.

Now to hot tips: During the past hour (since 1715 UT), Aug 11, 
clandestine SW R Africa, probably via Meyerton, has been booming in 
here in Denmark on 4880 with still improving strength and a SINPO of 
35344 right now at 1845! The usual spy station, reading letters, is 
also there on a slightly higher frequency, but on my AOR AR7O30PLUS it 
can be totally eliminated by using LSB, so tonight nearly every word 
can be understood. At 1715-1730 there was instrumental string music, 
1730-1800 English pop songs, and since 1800 the programme "Hello 
Zimbabwe" with political phone interviews about the situation in 
Zimbabwe. A clear ID was heard at 1825. Afropop from 1830. ID again at 
1835 announcing 4880 kHz followed by a political comment about 
President Mugabe. 73, (Anker Petersen, Denmark, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Yes, SWRA has been on 4880 since around 25 July. 73, (Jari Savolainen, 
Finland, Aug 11, HCDX via DXLD) 


SOUTH AFRICA, 4880 kHz, unID weak station heard Aug 6 1858 with close 
at 1900* on 4880 kHz (on which frequency the Numbers "Uniform Lima 
Xray Two" station continued with strong signals). S. Africa here again 
(with SW Radio Africa or other program??)? Will try again tonight (Aug 
9) (Finn Krone, Denmark, http://www.krone-web.dk DXplorer Aug 9 via 
BCDX via DXLD) 


Finn, this unID starts at 1700 with singing "Africa, Africa..." and M 
in English (as I heard it "SW ...") announcer is very likely SABC's. I 
think it's AFS. German Numbers utility fortunately on USB so using LSB 
leaves only AIR co-channel (I think they'll go off at 1740v so 
propagation to AFS would enhance in an hour - chances for clear ID at 
18 would be much better). (Vlad Titarev, Ukraine, DXplorer Aug 9 via 
BCDX Aug 11 via DXLD) 


ZIMBABWE (non). Hi, Glenn. 4880, reactivation of SW Radio Africa (Anti 
Mugabe government). Nice signal in France at 1740 UT with music and ID 
at 1800 with news in English (SINPO 34333, 11 August). Yesterday sign 
off at 1900 UT - Relay via Meyerton (South Africa). Rx: JRC NRD 535 
with 30m. Long Wire. Best 73's (Franck BASTE, F4LKC, 03800 St Bonnet 
de Rochefort, FRANCE, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn's censorship policy about SWRA loggings is interesting. Should 
we not log any clandestine stations to avoid them to be jammed? Or is 
SWRA just a special case, because they (I recall) asked info of their 
SW broadcasts not to be published. Well, I guess all intelligence/ 
security authorities of the clandestine target countries should 
monitor also internet DX-bulletins, but most of all monitor the radio 
spectrum. When Chinese delivered the jamming equipment to Zimbabwe, 
did they also deliver know-how about effective spectrum monitoring? 


In this SWRA 4880 case, I think one man with shortwave receiver should 
have spotted 4880 within, say 48 hours. And no doubt informers had 
reported these broadcasts very soon to the authorities. So why the 
delay of weeks in starting the jamming on 4880? Was it that the 
monitoring wasn’t there at all? Or the jamming equipment didn't 
somehow function. I guess instead of using some low power city 
jammers, one or two let's say military 2-10 kW transmitters could 
produce rather effective nationwide jamming. Or maybe airtime lease 
from Moyabi with music on 4880 during mornings and evenings ;-) (Jari 
Savolainen, Finland, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


This was a tough call for me, but I acquiesced since I was directly 
asked to hold up this info. Apparently no other DX editors were asked, 
and no others restricted the 4880 reports. I discussed it with some of 
them, and they rationalize doing so in that their bulletins may not be 
publicly accessible on the internet, like DXLD is. Indeed, DXLD often 
shows up in searches on keywords, where you might not even expect it. 


I believe one or two reports of the re-appearance of 4880 did appear 
in the dxldyg so our astute members were not unaware of it. I too have 
my doubts that keeping this info out of DXLD, when it was appearing 
everywhere else, could account for the delay in jamming starting up. 
Anyhow, it seems now they will start frequency-hopping again, so we 
will be faced with whether to reveal those. SWRA was relying on word 
of mouth in Zimbabwe to spread news about the availability of 4880. I 
assume your Moyabi idea is just hypothetical (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn does not have a 'censorship' policy. If you must use this ugly 
word, at the most it's "self censorship", which all good editors do 
anyway if they have standards and ethics. All Glenn is doing, for 
which I applaud him, is acceding to the request of Gerry Jackson, the 
Manager of SW Radio Africa, not to make her job more difficult than it 
already is by publishing information about SWRA that the station 
itself does not wish to publish. 


Drawing attention to the jamming is not the only reason that SRWA does 
not want too much attention to be focused on shortwave. There is also 
the question of funding - some of the shortwave transmissions are/were 
paid for by donors, or given free of charge by the transmission 
providers. The funding situation is very complicated, and the 
existence of temporary short-term transmissions, however welcome at 
the time, adds to the problem of explaining to potential major funding 
sources exactly what the station needs. 


There are times when Dxers/SWLs can be of help in a desperate 
situation. IMHO this is one of them. Of course, if you support the 
press censorship, human rights abuses and violence of the Robert 


Mugabe regime, you are perfectly entitled to give as much publicity as 
possible that will help the regime crush the voices of freedom. And to 
the argument that the mere publication of loggings will not aid the 
regime, I say "how can you be sure?" Just as, in a general election of 
the kind that we in the free world take for granted, every vote counts 
- it could just be xyourx logging that is discovered by the person 
working for Robert Mugabe who runs the jamming operation. So why take 
the risk, however small? Because it's your "hobby" ? 


I know some people will not agree with this. But you probably haven't 
met journalists who have been tortured by the Mugabe regime. I have. 
So please excuse me for making the point strongly (Andy Sennitt, 
dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Andy, thanks for your comments. I don't want to be a "bad fruit" among 
the DX community. I am not a Mugabe regime supporter. What I wanted to 
say, is that I doubt the loggings will trigger jamming, Of course 
there is a small chance that the jamming authorities will find such a 
logging and start jamming. But in the real world I bet they have 
efficient ways of monitoring bands. If not, they're useless workers. 
The situation of people may be desperate in many other parts of the 
world, too. But we keep publishing clandestine radio info although the 
frequencies are not published by the organizations producing these 
programs. As you say, some people will not agree what I'm trying to 
say. 73, (Jari Savolainen, Finland, ibid.) 


Hi Glenn, You also had a similar situation again with SW Radio Africa 
earlier this year, when their service provider had a fire at the 
transmitter site, so they lost MW and temporarily came back on SW. Ms 
Gerry Jackson (station founder and manager) requested that the news of 
their return to SW not be widely distributed. I applauded your 
decision not to publish the logs then (DXLD 6-070, May 4) and I do so 
again now. Back then, with the black-out in effect, there was no 
jamming of SW Radio Africa during the few months they returned to SW. 
Hard to say if things would have been different with your publication 
of the logs, but I like to think it helped them stay in the clear. 
Itis always an editoris decision and I go along with whatever you 
decide (Ron Howard, Monterey, CA, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Jari, Andy, Glenn and the group: Jari, in respect of what you have 
written that there was a small chance that the "useless workers" - of 
which you are correct in stating - could possibly have initiated the 
jamming of SW Radio Africa this past week, I am one who does actually 
listen to this radio station for daily factual news about the country 
I reside in. 


I made a request to Glenn awhile ago and again thank him for his 
honest integrity of editing DXLD. Andy, I also consider Shortwave 


listening a "hobby". It has been one of mine for 20 years but it also 
should be realised that when I do listen to SW Radio Africa it is for 
information and news about the country I live in. 


I have forwarded a audio file for the group to experience the jamming 
of SW Radio Africa, 4880 1805 UT Sept 6 2006 heard from within 
Zimbabwe. Oddly this is Chinese SW jamming at its next level - 
extremely severe. Enjoy-the car horns! Cycles within 5 seconds. A 
first to experience, pass it on please for comments, etc. 73 (David 
Pringle-Wood, Harare, Zimbabwe, Sept 10, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


That's in the Station Sounds folder in files of the dxldyg (gh, DXLD) 


Jari, Thanks for understanding what I'm trying to say. I think the 
essential difference here is that, as Glenn says, DXLD has a higher 
visibility on the Web than most other SWL/DX sites. Most of the time, 
if you type a station name in Google, the first page of hits (apart 
from its own website) will be to items in DXLD. 


The people in Zimbabwe speak English, so finding and understanding 
info on the Web isn't difficult. My experience, having worked for a 
professional monitoring organisation, is that a lot more info from "DX 
sources" is used in day-to-day work than DXers themselves seem to 
imagine. I am not sure how "efficient" the Zimbabwe authorities are at 
radio monitoring. If it's of the same standard as their ability to 
feed the population, I'd suggest "not very." 


Your point about publishing other clandestine info is well taken. But 
in most of these cases, I doubt that the people producing these 
programmes, or their families, are taking personal risks on a daily 
basis in the way that those broadcasting to Zimbabwe are. True, SWRA 
are London-based, but they have a lot of stringers within Zimbabwe. 
Many of the other clandestines are long-established, unjammed, and 
publishing details about hearing them is unlikely to have any serious 
consequences. In that sense, SWRA is indeed a special case, and 
everyone I've spoken to who deals with Gerry Jackson speaks so highly 
of her, that agreeing to some self-censorship to help her is just the 
decent thing to do. 


Having said that, since the jamming has now started on 4880, there's 
no reason not to mention it. Indeed, I have done so in the Media 
Network Weblog - but only after they found it first :-) (Andy Sennitt, 
ibid.) Viz., part of it: 


Ms Jackson forwarded to Media Network a copy of a reception report 
from Harare that describes the jamming: 


**4880 is jammed from 8 pm [1800 UT] with a ‘new’ type of jammer. This 
jammer is extremely severe and takes the form of a siren/car horn 
sound. Cycles within 5 seconds and its the first time Iive ever heard 
it. VOA has been jammed on MW 909 this evening within Harare and that 
jammer was still on that frequency when this one starts up, so it 
rules out that jammer. So there are two currently heard. 


““At 8:30 pm [1830 UT] this jammer goes off and is replaced by the 
jammer that was on VOA MW's 909, less effective but still there on 
4880. It still wipes you out, it is a unmodulated signal jammer but 
effective. You will need confirming reports ASAP from around Zimbabwe 
on the level of jamming that this 6énewi jammer is capable of. But I 
have the unhappy feeling that it is a reactivated SW Gweru one’’ 
(Media Network blog Sept 9 via DXLD) 


For the record, we are not aware of any jamming of Studio 7 SHORTWAVE 
frequencies. We monitor them just about daily and have heard none on 
remote monitoring systems we have in the area. 909kHz IS jammed 
however and based on our monitoring, is probably very difficult to 
hear in most of Zimbabwe and nearly impossible in Harare (Bill 
Whitacre, IBB Monitoring, September 9th, 2006 at 14:55, Media Network 
blog via DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. As the TP MW DX picks up with the approach of fall, I've 

been noticing an off-channel station on 701.9 kHz, as well as another 
trans-Pacific station right on 702 kHz. . . Will the real 701.9 kHz 

stand up? So, who is on 701.9 kHz, anyway? Very likely it's the KCBS 

Pyongyang station that's nominally on 702. The North Korean stations 

are notorious for their off-channel operation.

Glenn, Thank you for fully solving one of the mysteries. Given the 
similarities between Russian and Bulgarian, plus the fact that I tuned 
in just after 1900, it is safe to assume that I was listening to the 
"secret" new frequency of VOR on 6000. Regards and 73's (Dan Goldfarb, 


Brentwood, England, Sept 10, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7200, UnID and Jamming. 9/8/06, SINPO (station) 21331 
(jammer) 33333, 1125 - 1227+. There was a station with a OM talking in 
an unID language under a very strong and effective "yelping" jammer 
from 1125 to 1135 or so. I had to leave the room to get my daughter up 
for school. When I returned at 1159, the station was gone, but the 
"yelping" jammer is still at it. Some poor hams are trying to operate 
near it (to their consternation I'm sure). 


This is not the Chinese Firedrake / Firedragon type jamming signal. 
It is much more like the Iranian jammers or some of the Zimbabwe 
jammers. I can only hear the signal in USB, but was very effective 
against the broadcast signal. The LSB part of the signal had so much 
noise of some sort that it was not readable either - for a jamming 
signal or anything else. 


From the resources I have (ILG, EiBi. Passport, DXLD for the past 
three months), I don't see what might be worth jamming at this time: 
Radio Bulgaria in Serbian 1100 - 1200, Radio Rossii (from Yaktusk), 
Radio Omdurman. Of the three, I've recently logged Bulgaria here. My 
thoughts would be Omdurman, but I'm not sure who would have the 
resources to run that effective a jamming operation against them. My 
only other thought is that it is something local. (I did get it on 3 
receivers so I don't think it's an image.) Any one else hearing this & 
if so, any ideas? (Mark Taylor, Madison, WI, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


For several weeks on 12080 I have been picking up a very weak signal 
between approx 1300 and 1500, possibly in a Central Asian language?? 
Any ideas? (Dan Goldfarb, Brentwood, England, Sept 8, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Maybe a harmonic from something on 6040? Such as Xi’an, China, or 
Belarus which some listings show on the air at that time. Let me know 
if you find anything more definite about these. Or could be a leapfrog 
mix from 25 mb station (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


The barely readable signal on 12080 is sometimes impossible to hear. 
The primary source for a harmonic is silent at that time here in 
Europe on 6040. I am still mystified but maybe worth passing to the 
Digest to see whether a monitor further East has noticed a broadcaster 
filling the gap between 1200 (end of Radio Australia) and 1600 (start 
of VOA Africa). (Dan Goldfarb, Brentwood, England, Sept 10, DX
